MORE WEED INFORMATION 
REQUIRED 

Much interesting and practical 
information regarding weeds has 
been uncovered by the research 
workers dealing with this problem, 
however much remains to be done. 

It is now known that variations 
within individual species are com¬ 
mon, often these variations re-act 
differently to control measures, 
which makes their recognition of 
great practical value. For example 
research workers at Wisconsin 
have shown that selected strains 
bf Canada thistle respond as 
differently to applications of 2, 
4-D as would different weeds. 
From the intensive study of wild 
oats It- is now known that at least 
four varieties occur in Canada. It 
would appear as if the weed con¬ 
trol specialist may have to con¬ 
sider these varieties in his research 
as they appear to differ in field 
performance, and in the number of 
seeds that remain dormant. 

Correct identification of weeds 
has an important and practical 
bearing on control measures used, 
and the usefulness of those 
measures. A few years ago haloge- 
ton was introduced into some of 
the Western States. At first this 
poisonous plant was confused witn 
Russian thistle, and for this rea¬ 
son adequate control measures 
were not taken until after fi *ur

geton is now of considerable 
econo: ric importance to the stock- 
men of Idaho, Utah and other 
western states. If it had been 
recognized for what it was during 
the first years of its appearance 
this problem would never have de¬ 
veloped to its present scope. Cor¬ 
rect weed identification is very im¬ 
portant, and many of our bad 
weeds have gained a foothold 
simply because they were not 
recognized. 

An important part of weed in¬ 
vestigation Work is to ascertain 
where the different species of 
weeds occur in Canada. From re¬ 
connaissance surveys embracing all 
weeds encountered there is now a 
remarkable amount of information 
on the distribution of weeds. More 
intensive surveys are sometime 
carried out to answer specific ques¬ 
tions, as for example: For milk¬ 
weed, during World War II, as a 
source of floss and rubber; for rag¬ 
weed, to establish where hay fever 
sufferers might expect relief.

IN CASE YOU’RE WONDERING how 
there could be more books in your home¬ 
town community library, you might want 
to check into the opportunities of The 
Library Act. Last year, there was an appro¬ 
priation of $67,000 set aside to administer 
the Act. A grant system is provided to ap¬ 
proved libraries consisting of an establish¬ 
ment grant of $1.00 per capita for regional 
libraries and annual grants of 35 cents per 
capita or matching book grants of up to 
$500 for books and $50 for periodicals. 


OIL WELL DRILLING has been called some¬ 
times a risky business from the financing stand¬ 
point. It also could be a risky business for the 
men engaged in production were not regular and 
extensive safeguards employed by the drilling 
companies and generally enforced by their own 
safety men. Despite this supervision there it a 
feeling of responsibility to Alberta citizens on the 
part of the Department of Industry and Labor, in 
seeing that these safety factors are present and 
operating. As result, there is a regular system of 
inspection, from derrick top to sludge pit, under¬ 
taken by inspectors from the department. The re¬ 
sult is a remarkably low incidence of accidents for 
oil workers in this province.
